rJT ENFORCEMENT OF 
r ^ OIL RATIONS 

As a result of the critical shortage of present Fuel Oil supplies 

,,d the prospect of no immediate relief, all Ration Boards have 

i ordered to be extremely strict in interpreting the, Fuel 0\\ 

Ration Regulations. This strict policy is essential if fuel oil is to be 

available for the ration coupons issued. 

All boards have been instructed that they must: 

A — Insist on immediate conversion where possible of all heat- 
ing units in premises other than private dwellings. 

B Never issue auxiliary rations for convertible facilities in 

private dwellingls. , 

C— Issue ration only to clearly eligible applicants for miscel- 
laneous uses. ... 

D— Be extremely strict in passing on applications tor auxiliary 
rations, as a lenient policy in this respect might deprive others ot 
their deserved rations. . 

In order that individuals may derive the maximum heat trom 
their fuel oil and that the available supply may do the greatest 
possible good, the following suggestions have been offered: 

A— Urge immediate conversion for private dwellings. Manu- 
facturers have been making conversion parts which should now be 
available in all cities. . 

B— Recommend insulating att.es where complete insulation is 
not possible, applying weatherstripping, installing storm doors and 
windows, and calking windows and doors. 

C— For rooms not frequently used, recommend turning oft 
heat, drawing blinds, closing shutters, or boarding up windows.

SOME POINTS ABOUT THOSE 
PUZZLING RATION BOOKS 

Some+ime in the near future. Ration Book number 2 will be 
issued and it may be well to study the plan of its operation, as 
many persons are mvstified on some of its points — 

Like Ration Book No. I, Book No. 2 may be used by any 
member of the household to whom the book is issued — any 
member o* the family may use all the family s ration books. Each 
member o< the family will receive the same ration book with the 
same number of stamps. 

So that each family will know how to use and budget its 
ration stamps, the point of value of all rationed foods will be 
published and posted in each store at the beginning of each 

ration period. ... 

Consumers will not be permitted to use point stamps in 
Book No. 2 to buy coffee. Coffee will continue to be rationed 
only with War Ration Book No. I . 

Those who eat meals in restaurants will not be required to 
surrender their ration stamps as restaurants will be rationed in 
the total amount of processed foods they may buy, according to 
the number of meals they serve. 

Where some member of the family ts away in school, the 
family will not be permitted to use his or her ration card. 

If a housekeeper or other worker lives in her own home but 
eats her meals with the family by whom she is employed, she 
should give her ration card to the family which provides her food 
_ however, such arrangements are entirely voluntary. So says 
OPA.

RETAILERS ECONOMY FOR VICTORY 
PROPOSED TEN-POINT PLEDGE 

Editor's Note: — The following ten point pledge was pro- 
posed by OPA officials. It was discussed at a meeting of the 
Narberth Business Council Tuesday night but final action was 
deferred until merchants filled out questionnaires telling what 
contributions they could make to the program. 

1. To work out a plan, wherever possible, to pool our 
delivery facilities or develop a territorial delivery system. To 
get customers to carry all small packages ■ — anything less than 
$1.50 in cost and less than 52" in girth and circumference — 
thus saving manpower, oil, gas and tires. 

2. To simplify the lines of merchandise we carry, thus 
saving floor space and cutting down operating costs. 

3. To work out a plan of self-service where feasible, dis- 
play merchandise so customers can wait on themselves. 

4. To open stores at 10 a. m. and close at 6 p. m. on 
Monday, Tuesday, Wednesday, and Thursday. To open stores 
at 10 a. m. and close at 9, 9.30 or I p. m. Friday and Saturday. 
Closing time on Friday and Saturday nights is optional. This 
will save manpower, fuel, light and power. 

5. To use fewer and less elaborate window and store dis- 
plays, re-use old display material wherever possible. 

6. To save materials that can be re-used or sold, thus 
saving money and putting materials that are normally thrown 
away, into the War effort, such as boxes, cartons, string, wrap- 
ping paper, etc. . 

7. To send no merchandise out on apDroval and eliminate 
all exchanges except merchandise sold as gifts, in such cases 5 
days will be allowed for exchanges. 

8. To stop all free telephone calls and to discontinue the 
use of the telephone to solicit business, thus saving money and 
at the same time cutting down telephone calls as advocated by 
the Government during wartime. 

9. To eliminate all fancy gift wrapping and packaging, 
except when it was a practice in March, 1942, thus saving time 
and expense. 

10. To eliminate all free samples, free packing, free con- 
certs, free refreshments, instruction classes, style shows, etc.

Grocers' Group Studies Concrete Program; Ten 
Point Pledge Designed to Save Manpower, 
Light, Power and Heat; Business Council to 
Sound Out Retailers with Questionnaire 

Member merchants of the Narberth Business Council made 
plans Tuesday night to join the nation-wide movement in adopt- 
ing the Retailers Economy for Victory Plan. 

Walter G. Case, president of the Council, outlined the ten 
points of the program at the meeting which was held in the 
Arcadia Restaurant. 

Tuesday night's meeting was the 

outgTowlh of a meeting held last 
Friday afternoon in Ardmore which 
was attended by representatives of 
other Main Line business organiza- 
tions. William J. Ryan, of the 
Ardmore Chamber of Commerce, 
presided. 

Narberth merchants' first move 
will be to circulate a store or indi- 
vidual merchant's questionnaire. 
The questionnaire will be distribut- 
ed by the Council and from the re- 
turns a master plan of co-opera- 
tion with OPA will be drawn up. 

The ten-point plan calls for 
economy in the use of manpower, 
heat, light and power. Point four 
which proposes certain hours for 
opening and closing was the only 
one of the ten points that raised 
extensive discussion. Merchants 
contended that it would be neces- 
sary to vary these hours according 
to the types of business involved. 

John Flynn, solicitor for the 
Council, expressed the opinion that 
OPA had advanced the ten-point 
program to obtain overall results 
without cramping the vital necessi- 
ties of any business. The Govern- 
ment, he said, was not so particular 
what shopping hours of the day 
were adopted as long as some hours 
were saved.

Koopman Describes 
Vocational School 

Scope of Lower Merion 
Program Outlined at 
Narberth Meeting 

The program being ottered by 
the new vocational high school of 
the Lower Merion school system 
was described by Philip U. Koop- 
man. assistant superintendent of 
schools in Lower Merion, at the 
annual meeting of the Narberth 
Community Library Association at 
the Narberth Library last Friday 
night. 

The school offers a stiff three 
year course which combines prac- 
tical work in the shops with some 
social studies and mathematics. 
Koopman said. Students are tak- 
ing part also in extra-curricular 
activities and made to feci a real 
part of the high school student 
body. 

In addition to courses in weld- 
ing, machine shop, motor mechan^ 
ics, drafting and sheet metal 
work, students study such things 
as the Pennsylvania compensation 
laws, hospitalization plans and la- 
bor unions. As regards the unions, 
the speaker pointed out that stu- 
dents are bound to have some con- 
tact with them when they go to 
work and the school authorities 
feel they should have some know- 
ledge and understanding of the 
unions. 

Koopman made it clear that the 
new vocational high school is not 
a "dumping ground" for boys who 
can't make the grade in strictly 
academic work. "One fifth of the 
boys who applied for the vocation- 
al school last Fall were rejected," 
he pointed out. 

The night training program for 
adults, financed entirely by the 
Federal Government, has resulted

store practices and the hours they 
could keep open. They held a meet- 
ing following the regular business 
session to discuss their own specific 
problems. 

Case in presenting the program 
stressed the fact that the plan was 
in the co-operative and voluntary 
stage but that OPA officials, un- 
doubtedly, would issue orders if 
they didn't get results. 

"This plan." he said, "is designed 
to conserve necessary materials and 
facilities for the war effort, as well 
as to free manpower for direct war 
work. Free competition in peace- 
time has resulted in many cosily 
retail services which are offered to 
customers in the sales of various 
articles. These services in wartime 
are definitely excess baggage." 



Committee To Weigh 
Problems For 
Consumer 

The work of conservation, prk-e 
ceilings, shortages and other prob- 
lems relating to consumer interest 
present a program of serious ef- 
fort that must last for the dura- 
tion and possibly after victory has 
been won. 

Tn Lower Meiion Township, the 
consumers' interest committee. 
Roger C. Stimson. chairman, con- 
ceives their work as a three-fold 
problem. 

1. To study the trends of what 
is happening and to know some- 
thing at least of why shortages 
exist. 

2. To interpret to the commun- 
ity the information obtainable on 
civilian problems in such a manner 
as tn strengthen the morale of the 
"home front." 

3. To interpret to the government 
agencies involved the results of the 
regulations and the situation which 
exists in our community as a re- 
sult of the war economy. 

Sub-committees have been set up 
which will study constantly the 
changes In this area of consumer 
interest, and every effort will be 
made to obtain answers to particu- 
lar questions which arise in these 
days of complex individual living. 



Head of Fumily Exemption 

A single person, or a married 
pet son not living with husband or 
wife, is entitled to a personal ex- 
emption of $120(1 for the year if he 
can qualify as head of a family. A 
head of family is "an individual 
who actually supports and main- 
tains in one household one or more 
individuals who are closely con- 
nected with him by blood relation- 
ship, relationship by marriage or 
by adoption, and whose tight to ex- 
ercise family control and provide 
for these dependent individuals is 
based upon some moral or legal ob- 
ligation." 

Examples of head of family sta- 
tus would be a widower or widow 
who maintains a home for a de- 
pendent child, oi a son who sup- 
ported and maintained a household 
for a dependent father ot mother. 
In order to meet the test of actual 
support and maintenance as head 
of a family, the benefactor must 
furnish more than one-half of the 
support and maintenance. 

The term "in one household" or- 
dinarily means under one roof, hut 
if a father is absent on business 
or a child or other dependent is 
away at school, or on a visit. Un- 
common home being still main- 
tained, the head /if family exemp- 
tion would still apply. Where a 
parent is obliged to maintain his 
dependent children with relatives 
or in a boarding house while he 
lives elsewhere, the additional ex- 
emption may still apply. If. how- 
ever, without necessity, the de- 
pendent continuously makes his 
home elsewhere, his benefactor is 
not the head of a family irrespec- 
tive of the question of support. 

The term "closely connected by 
blood relationship" applies to a 
person's progenitors and lineal 
descendants, to his brothers or sis- 
ters, whether by the whole or half 
blood, and to his uncles, aunts, 
nephews, and nieces. Irrespective 
of any legal obligation of the tax- 
payer to support such dependent 
relatives, a moral obligation to do 
so exists, and if the individual is 
actually supportng and maintain- 
ing in one household relatives of 
this degiee he is entitled to head 
of family exemption. 

A taxpayer is considered to he 
"closely connected by marriage" 
with his step-sisters and step-bro- 
thers, hut whether his right to ex- 
ercise family control and provide 
for these individuals is based upon 
some moral or legal obligation 
must be decided upon the facts in 
the particular case. The same 
considerations apply to the status 
of a taxpayer because of support 
furnished to his father-in-law. 
mother-in-law. brother-in-law, and 
sister-in-law. First cousins by 
blood, and cousins of lesser degree, 
are not regarded a so "closely con- 
nected by blood relationship," as tn 
give rise to a head of family ex- 
emption. 

A legal guardian who may main- 
tain and support in his home a de- 
pendent ward is not entitled to the 
personal exemption as head of a 
family if the ward was not con- 
nected with him by relationship of 
blood, marriage, or adoption; nor 
is a taxpayer entitled to exemp- 
tion as head of a family by virtue 
of maintenance and support of a 
child not legally adopted.

WEEKLY NEWS LETTER 
TO YOU WHO LIVE AND BUY IN NARBERTH 

Two months ago merchants of Narberth, through their Business Council, 
started soonsoring a page to prepare their customers and keep them informed 
as to what merchandizing changes would be necessary in wartime. 

In guiding their customers through the early stages of readjustment 
they were looking forward to the day when strict rationing and other shopping 
habits would become a National necessity to win the war. 

That day has arrived. It was marked by a meeting Tuesday night of 
the Business Council at which certain changes, incorporated i" a ten-point 
pledge, were proposed by OPA officials. All of these changes are'designed to 
save valuable manpower, conserve heat, light and power. It was the first signal 
from a Federal authority that merchants must strip business for war action. 

In proposing the Retailers Economy for Victory Pledge the Government 
has asked — riot demanded — the cooperation of all Narberth merchants. 
Such a request the merchants pass along to their customers, for without their 
cooperation many of the main points of the pledge will fall short of achieve- 
ment. Merchants can go a long way in carrying out the OPA victory program 
but ultimate success will be determined by customer cooperation. 

Many of the proposed changes will mean greater sacrifices in our 
American way of life, more sacrifices than we have been called upon to make. 
Among other things it will mean a reduction in our customary shopping hours. 
Buying will have to be planned and, in some cases, we will have to get used to 
taking our places in buying lines. 

Certain merchandizing services will have to be dispensed with for the 
duration. We can no longer expect delivery trucks to dash to our doors at 
short telephone notices. Many of us will have to become accustomed to tuck- 
ing bundles under our arms and carrying them home. Fancy wrapped packages, 
free samples, goods submitted on trial are other store services that OPA wants 
to see discontinued. 

These are the things all of us face in adjusting business to all-out war 
effort. Fully informed customers cooperating with patriotic and determined 
merchants will make it possible.

These coupons, explained Melz- 
gi>v, are credited to a merchant 
and represent the volume of sukht 
and coffee • he can buy from the 
wholesaler. 

"For a hank." said Metzjiet. "this 
means more bookkeeping and cleri- 
cal work hut we are more than 
compensated by the fact that it r- 
a direct and concrete contribution 
to the wai" effort " 

Through the coupon deposit sys- 
tem Metz>;er pointed out that OPA 
otlices are relieved of considerable 
detail work. OPA officials, said 
Met/.Ker. only enter into the pic- 
ture where a merchant overdraws 
his sue,ar or coffee coupon balance 
at the bank. 

The Narberth bank oflirjal said 
thev were prepared to take on ad- 
ditional coupon work as the wai 
progressed and further rationing 
became necessary.
